6 J And there were certain men who 
were defiled by the dead body of a man, 
that they could not keep the paſſover on 
| chat diy: and they came before Moſes and 
before Aaron on that day. 

7 Andthoſe men ſaid unto him, We are 
defiled by the dead body of à man: where- 
Fore axe we kept back, that we may not offer 
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an offering of the LORD in his appointed 

ſeaſon among the children of Iſrael > 

8 And Moſes ſaid unto them, Stand ſtill, 
and I will hear what the LORD will com- 
mand concerning you. 

F id And the LORD ſpake unto Moſes, 

aying , 

to Speak unto the children of Iſrael, ſay - 
ing, If any man of you, or of your 1 
ſhall be unclean by reaſon of a dead body, 
or be ina journey afar off, yet he ſhail keep 
the paſſover unto the LORD. 

11 The fourteenth day of the ſecond 
moneth at even they ſhall keep it, and eat it 
with unleavened bread and bitter herbs. 

12 They ſhsll leave none of ir unto the 
morning, nor break any bone of it: accord- 
ing to all the ordinances of the paſſover, 
they ſhall keep ir. 8 

13 But the man that x cletn, and is not 
in a journey, and forbeareth to keep the 
paſſover z even the ſame ſoul ſhall be cut 
off from his people, becauſe he brought nor 
the offering of the LORD in his appointed 
ſcaſ-n: thi! man ſhall bear his ſin. 

14 And if a ſtranger ſhall ſojourn among 
you, and will keep the paſſover unto the 
LORD, according to the ordinance of the 
paſſover, and according to the maner chere- 
of, ſo ſna l he do: ye ſhall have one ordi- 
nance both for the ſtranger, and for him 
that was born in the land. 

15 J And on the day that the tabernacle was 
reared up, the cloud covered the tabernacle, 
namely, the tent of the teſtimony: and at e- 
yen there was upon the tabernacle as it wert 
the appearance of fi e, until the morning. 

16 So it was alway:the clouJ covered it 
by day, and the appearance of fire, by night. 

17 And when the cloud was taken up 
from the tabernacle z then aſter that, rhe 
children of Iſrael journeyed : end in the 
place where the cloud abode, there the chil- 
dren cf Iſrael pitched their rents. 

18 At the commandment of the Lo RD 
the children of Iſrael journeyed, and at the 
commandment of the Lo Ro they pitched : 
as long as the cloud abode upon the taber- 
nacle, they reſted in the cents.

20 And ſo it was when the cloud was a 
few days upon the tabernacle, according to 
the commandment of the LORD they abode 
in their tents, and accord ing to the com- 
mandment of the LORD they journeyed. 

21 And ſoit was when the cloud abode 
ſrom even unto the mor ning, and tet the 
cloud was taken up in the morning, then 
they journeyed : Whether it was by day or 
by night that the cloud was taken up, they 
journeyed. ; 

22 Or whether it were two days, or a 
moneth , or a year that the cloud tarrled 
upon the tabernacle, remaining thereon, che 
children of Iſrael abode in their tent, and 
journeyed not: but when it was taken up, 


they journeyed, age

23 At the commandment of the LORD 
they reſted in the cents, and at the com- 
mandment of the LORD they jcrrneyed : 
they kept the charge of the LORD, at the 
commandment of the LORD by the hand 
of Moſes.

8 And the ſons of Aaron the prieſts ſhall 
blow with the rrumpers z and they ſhall be 
to you for an ordinance for ever throughour 
your generations. 

9 And if ye go to war in your lani,againſt 
the enemy that oppreſſeth you, then ye ſhall 
blow an alarm with the trumpets; and ye 
ſhall be remembred before the LO RD your 
God, and ye ſhall be ſaved from jour ene- 
mies. 

10 Alſo in the day of your gladnefs,and in 
your ſolemn days, and in the begin1ings of 
your moneths, ye ſhall blow with rac crum- 
pets over your barnt-offcrings,and over the 
ſacrifices of your peace-offerings z that they 
may be to you for a memorial before your 
God: Ian che LORD your G01.

2 If a womanalſo vow a vowunto the 
Lo RD, and binde her ſelf by a bond, being 
in her farhers houſe in her youth; 

4 And her father bear hes vow , and her 
bond where with ſhe bound her ſoul, 
and her father ſhall hold his peace at her: 
then all her yows ſhall ſtand, and every 
bond wherewith ſhe hath bound her ſoul,

9 And the LORD ſaid unto me, Diſtreſs 
not the Moabites, neither contend with 
them in battel; for I will not give thee of 
their land for a poſſeſſion, becauſe I have 
given Ar unto the children of Lot for a poſ- 

efſion, 

10 The Emims dwelt therein in times 
paſt, a people grear, and many, and tall as 
the Anakims; 

ti Whichaiſo were accounted giants, 
the Anakims, but the Moabires call them 
Emlms. . 

12 The Horims alſo dwelt in Seir before- 
time, but the children of Eſau ſucceeded 
them, when they bad deſtroyed them from 
before them, and dwelr in their ſtead, as 
Iſrael did unto the land of his poſſeffion, 
which the LORD gave unto them. 

13 Now riſe up, ſaid I, and get you over 
the brook Zered : and we went over the 
brook Zered. 

14 And the ſpace in which we came from 
Kadeſn. barnea, until we were come over the 
brook Zered,was thirty and eight yeartzun- 
til all the generation of the men of war 
were waſted out from among the hoſt, as 
the Lo Ro ſware unto them. 

15 For indeed the band of the Lo RD was. 
againſt them, to deſtroy them from among 
the hoſt, unt il they were conſumed. 

16 J So it came to paſs, when all the men 
of war were conſumed and dead from 
among the tay 

17 That the LORD ſpake unto me,ſaying, 

18 Thou art to paſs over through Ar, the 
coaſt of Moab, this day. 

19 And when thou comeſt nigh over 
againſt the children of Ammon, diſfireſs 
them not, nor meddle with tbem: for I 
wilt nor give thee of the land of the chil- 
dren of Ammon, 4% poſſeſſion, becauſe I 
have given it unto the children of Lot for 
a poſi. ſſion. : 

20 (That alfo was accounted a land of gl- 
ants, giznrs dwelt therein in old time; and 
the Ammonltes call them Zamzummims, 

21 A people great and many, and tall 
as the Auakims; but the LORD W

them before them, and they ſucceeded them 
and dwelt in their ſtead.) - 

22 As he did to the children of Eſau 
which dwelt in Seir , when he deſtroyed 
the Horims from before thera , and rhe 
ſueceeded them, and dwelt in their ſtead 
t ven unto tais day: 

23 And the Avims which dwelt In Haze- 
trim, even unto Arzah, the Caphtorims 
which came forth out of Caphtor, deſtroy- 
ed them, and dwelt in their ſtead. 

24 © Riſe ye up, take your journey, and 
pals over the river Arnon: behoid, 1 have 
given into thy hand Sihon the Amorite king 
of Heſhbon, and his land.: begin to poſſeſs 
it, and contend with him in batrel. 

25 This day will I begin to put che dread 
of thee, and the fear of thee upon the nati- 
ons that are under the whole heaven, who 
ſhall beat report of chee, and ſhall tremble, 
and be in anguiſh becauſe of thee. 

26 J And I ſent meſſengers out of the 
wilderneis of Kedemoth, unto Sihon king 
of Heſhbon, with words of peace, ſaying, 

27 Let me paſsthrough thy land: I wi 
go along by the high-way, I will neither 
turn uato the right v nor to the leſt. 

28 Thou ſhalc ſel] me meat for money, 

that I may eat; and give me water for mo- 
rey , that 1 may drink: onely 1 will paſs 
through on my icer : 
29 (As the children of Eſau which dwell 
In Selr, and the Moabltes which dwell in 
Ar did unto me) until I ſhail paſs over 
Jordan, into the land which the LoRD our 
God giveth us. 

30 Bur Sihon king of Reſhbon would not 
Jer us paſs by him: for the Lo RD thy God 
hardned his ſpirit, and made his heart ob- 
Ninare, that be might dell vet him into thy 
hand, as appeareth this day. 

52 And the Lo AD ſaid unto me, Behold, 
I have begun to give Sihon and his land be- 
Fore thee : begin ro poſſeſi, that thou mayeſt 
inherit his land. 

* Then Sihon came out againſt ua, he and 
all his people, to fight at Jahaz. 

33 And the LORD our God delivered 
bim before us, and we ſmote him, and his 
ſons, and all his people. 

34 And we took all his eit les at that time, 
and utterly deſtroyed the men, and the wo- 
men, and che little ones of every city, we 
left none to remain: 

35 Onely the cattel we took for à prey 
unto our ſelves, and the ſpoll of the cities 
which we took. 

36 From Aroer which x by the brink of 
the river of Arnon,and from the city that s 
by the river , even unto Gilead , there was 
not one city too ſtrong for us; the LORD 
our Gcd delivered all unto us. 

37 Oaely unto the land of the children of 
Ammon thou emeſt not, nor unto any place 
of the river Jabbok, nor unto the cities 
in the mountains, nor unto what ſoever the 
LORD our God forbad us.

6 And we utter ly deſtroyed them, 3s we 
did unto Sihon king of Reſhbon , urcerly 
deftroyicg the men , women, and children 
of every city. 
7 But all the cattel, and the ſpoil of the 
cities, we took for a prey to our ſelves. 
8 And we took at that time out of the 


hand of the two kings of the Amorites, the | 


land that was on this fide Jordan, frum the 
river of Arnon unto mount Hermon : 

9 (Which Hermon the Sidonians call Si 
rion : and the Amorires call it Shenir) 

10 All the cities of the plain, and all Gile. 
ad, and all Baſhan, unto Salchah, and Edrei, 
cities of the kingdom of Og in Baſhan : 

11 For onely Og king of Baſhan remain - 
ed of the remnant of glantiʒ behold, his bed- 
ſtead was a bedſtead of iron: is ir not in 
Rabbath of the children of Ammon? nine 
cubits was the length thereof, & four cubiu 
the breadth of it, after the cubit of a man. 

12 And this land which we poſſeſſed at 
that time, from Aroer,which is by the river 
Arnon,and half mount Gilead, and the ciries 
thereof, gave 1 unto the Reubenltes, and to 
the Gadires. 

13 And the reſt of Gilead, and all Baſhan, 
being the kingdom of Og, gave I unto the 
balf-rrife of Manaſſeh , all the region ef 
Argod, with all Baſhan , which was calkd 
the land of giants. 

14 Jair the ſon of Manaſſeh took all the 
countrey of Argob, unto the coaſts of Ge · 
ſnuri and Maacharhi z and called them afrer 
his own name, Baſhan-havoth · jalr, unto 
this day. 

15 And I gave Gilead unto Machir. 

16 Andunto the Reubenites,and unto tt 
Gadites, 1 gave from Gilead even unto the 
river Arnon, half the valley, and the bor 
der, even unto the river Jabbok,which x the 
border of the children of Ammon: 

17 The plain alſo, and Jordan, andthe

2 And when the LORD thy God ſhall 
deliver them before thee , thou ſhalt ſmi:e 
them, snd utterlz deftroy them, thou ſhale 
make no covenant with them, nor ſhew 
mercy unto them : 

3 Neither ſhalt thou make marrisges 
wich them: thy daughter thou ſhalt not 
give unto his ſon: nor his daughter ihalc 
thou take unto thy ſon. 

4 For they will turn away thy ſon from 
ſollowing me, that they may ſerve other 
gods: fo will the anger of the LO RD be 
kindied againſt you, and deſtroy rice 
ſuddenly, 

5 Bur thus ſhall ye deal with them: ye 
fhall deſtroy their altare, and break down 
their images, and cut down their groves, 
and burn their graven images with fite.

4 Thy raiment waxed not old upon thee, 
neither did thy ſoot ſwell theſe forty years. 

5 Indu ſhalt allo conſider in thine heart, 
that as a man chaſteneth his ſon, /o th 
LORD thy God chaſteneth thee. 

6 Therefore thou ſhalt keep the com- 
mand ments ofthe Lo RD thy God, to walx 
in his Ways, and to fear bim. 

7 For the LORD thy God bringeth the: 
into à good land, à land of brooks of A Ater 
of fountains, 3r:d depths that ſpring out of 
vel:eys and hills, | 

8 A land of Wheat, 374 barley, and vines, 
and fi g-trees, 5n4 poruuranactes, à land of 
Oyl-Olwe, and honey, 

9A land wherein thou ſhalt eat bread 
volthout ſcarceneſs, thou ſhalt not lack any 
thing in it: a land whoſe ſtones are iron, 
and out of whoſe hills thou mayeſt dig 
braſs, 

10 When thou haſt eaten and art full, chen 
thou ſhalt bleſs the Lo RD thy God, for the 
good land which he hath glven rhee. 

11 Beware that thou forget not the LRV 
thy Cod, in not kceping his commandment s, 
and his judgements, and hls ſtatutes. whica 
I command chee this day: 

12 Leſt when thou haſt eaten and art full, 
and haſt built goodly houſes, and dweire

13 And when thy herds and thy flocks 
multiply, and thy ſilver & thy gold is mul 
tiplied, and all that thou haſt is multipliedt:

17 And thou ſay in thine heart, My 
power,and the might of my hand hath goc- 
ten me this wealth.

ſide of Jordan weſt-ward, and all the kings 
of the Canaanites, which were by the ſea, 
heard that the Lo RD bad dried up the wa- 
ters of Jordan from before the children of 

Iſrael until we were paſſed over, that᷑ their 

heart melted , neither was there ſpirit in 

_ any more, becauſe of the children of 
rael. 

2 © Ar that time the LoRD ſaid unto 
Joſhua , Make thee ſharp knives , and cir- 
cumciſe again the children of Iſrael the ſe- 
cond time. 

3 And ſoſhua made him ſharp knives, and 
circumciſed the children of Iſrael, at the hill 
of the foreskins. 

4 And this x the cauſe why Joſhua did 
circumciſe : All che people that came out of 
Egypt, that were males, e ven all the men 
of war dled in the wilderneſs by the way, 
after they came out of Egypt. 

5 Now all the people that came out were 
circumciſed z but all the people that were 
born in the wilderneſs by the way, as they 
came forth out of Egypt, them they had 
not circumciſed. 

6 For the children of Iſrael walked forty 
years in the wilderneſs, till all the people 
that were men of war which came out of 
Egypt were conſumed, becauſe — obeyed 
not the voice of the Lo RD: unto w the 
Lo Ro ſware that he would not ſhew them 
the land which the Lo Rp ſware unto their 
fathers, that he would give us, à land that 
floweth wich milk and honey. 

7 And their children whom he raiſed up 
in their ſtead, them Joſhua circumciſed $ for 
they were uncircumciſed, becauſe they had 
not circumciſed them by the way. 

8 And it came to paſs when they had 
done circumciling all the people, that they 
adode in their places in the camp, till they 
were whole. 

9 And the LORD ſaid unto Joſhua, This 
day have I rolled away the reproach of E- 
gypt from off you: wherefore the name of 
the plac is alled Gilgal unto this day.

18 And you, in any wiſe keep your ſelves 
from the accurſed thing, left ye make your 
ſelves accucſed when ye take of the accur- 
ſed thing, and make the camp of Iſracl-a 
curſe, and trouble ir. 

19 But all the (ijver and gold, and veſſels 
of braſs and Iron, are conſecrated unto the 
LORD : they ſnall come into the treaſury 
of che Loks. 

20 So the people ſhouted when the priefts 
ble with the trumpets:and it came to paſs: 
wa:n the people heard the found of rhe 
trumpet, aad the people ſhouted with a great 
ſhour, that the wall fell down flat, ſo that 
the people went up into the eity, every man 
ſtraight before him, ard they took the city. 

21 An1 they utterly del royed all char 
war in the city, burn an and Woman, yong 
and old, and ox, and ſheep, and aſs, wich 
the edge of the ſword.

24 And they burnt the city wirk fire, an 
all that was therein: onely rhe ſilver and 
the gold, and the veſſels of braſs and of 
iron, they put into the treaſury of the 
houſe of the LORD. 

25 And Joſhua ſaved Rahab the hariot 
alive, and her fathers houſhold, and all tłiat 
ſhe had; and ſhe dwelleth in Iſrael even un- 
to this day: becauſe ſhe hid the meſſengets 
which Joſhua ſent to ſpy our Jericho. 

26 q And Joſhua ad jured thin at that 
time, ſaying, Curſed be the man before the 
LORD, that riſeth up and buildeth this 
city Jericho : he ſhall lay the foundation 
thereof in his firſt-born , and in his yongeft 
ſon (hall he ſer up the gates of it.

3 And they returned to Joſhua, and ſaid 
unto him, Let not all the people go up: but 
let about t wo or three thouſand men go up 
end ſmite Ai, and make not all the people 
to labor thither; for they are but few. 

4 So there went up thither of the people 
about three chouſard men, and they fled be · 
ſore the men of Ai.

4 he commanded them, ſaying, Be- 
hold, ye ſtall lie in wait againſt the city, 


- eten behinde the city, go not very far from 


the ciry, but be ye all ready. 

5 And I, and all the people that are with 
me, will approach unto the city: and it ſhall 
come to paſs when they come out againſt us 
as at the fitſt, that we will flee before them. 

6 (For they will come out after us) till 
we bsve drawn them from the city: for they 
will ſay, They flee before us, as at the fieſt: 
there ſate we will flee before them. 

7 Then ye ſhall riſe up from the ambuſh, 
and ſeize upon the city: for the Lo ROD your 
God will deliver it into your : 

8 And it ſhall be when ye have taken the 
city, that ye ſhall ſet the eity on fire: accord · 
ing to the com ment of the LORD 
ſhall ye do. See, 1 have commanded you. 

J Joſhua therefore ſent them forth, and 
they went to lie in ambuſh, and abode be. 
tween Beth · el and Al, onthe weſt · ſide of 
Ai: but Joſhua lodged that night am ong 
the people. 

10 And Joſhua roſc up early in the morn- 
Ing and numbred the people, and went 
up, be and the elders of Iſrael , before the 
people to Al. 

11 And all the people, even the people of 
war that were with him, went up, and drew 


nigh, and came before the city, and pitched of 


on the north-{ide of Al: now tre was a 
valley between them and Al. 

12 And he took about five thouſand men, 
and ſer them to lie in ambuſh between Beth- 
el and Al, on the weſl-fide of the city. 

13 And when they had ſer the pcople, 
eren all the hoſt that ac on the north of 
the city, and their liers in wait on the weſt 
of the city : Joſhus went that night into 
the midſt of the valley. 

14 J And it eame to paſs when the king 
of Ai ſaw it, that they haſted and roſe up 
early , and the men of che city went out 
againff Iſrael to battel, he and all his peo- 

je at a time appointed, before the plain; 

ut he wiſt not that there were liers in am- 
buſh againſt him, bebinde the city. 

15 And joſhua , and all I ſrael made as If 
they were besten before them, and fed by 
the way of the wilder neſs.

were called togethei co purſue after them: 
and they purſued after Joſbua., and were. 
drawa away from the city... 


1 And there was not a man left. in Al, 
ot Beih-cl, that went not out aſtea Iſcael in ihe. preſence of the chüdren of {irael.

turned back upon the purſuers. 

21 And when ſoſtua and all Iſrael ſaw - 
that the ambuſh had taken the city, and that 
the ſmoke of the city aſcended , then they . 
turned again, and flew the men of Al. 

22 And the other iſſued out of the city . 
againſt chem, ſo they were in the midit 
of Iſrael, ſome on this ſide, and ſome on 
that ſide : and :bey ſmote them, ſo that they 
let none of them remain, or eſcape. 

23 And the king of Al they cook alive, 
and brought him ro Joſhua, 

24 And it came to paſs when Iſrael had 
made an end of ſlaying all the inhabitants 
of Al, in the field, in che wilderneſa vwhere- 
Inthey chaſed them, and when they were a!l__ 
fallen on the edge of the ſword , untl they 
were conſumed , that ali the Iſcaelires re- 
turned unto Al, and ſmote it with the edge

25 And /o it was, that all that fell tha 
day, both of men and women, were twelve 
thouſand, e ven all the men of Al.

27 Onely the cattel and che ſpoil of ther 
city, Iſrael took for a prey unto themſelves, . 
according unto the word of the LGRY 
which he commanded Joſhua. . 

23 And ſoſhua burnt Al, and made Ir an 
heap for ever, e ven a d:ſolation unco this. .

15 And Joſhua made peace with them,

16 And it came to paſs at the end of three 
days, aſterthey had made a leaguewith them, 
that they heard that they were their neigh- 
bors, and that they dwelt among them. 

17 And the children of Iſrael journeyed, 
and came unto their cities on the third / ws 
now their cities were Gibeon, and Chephi- 
rab,and Beeroth,and Kirjath-jearim,

24 And they anſwered Joſhua and ſaid, 
Becauſe it was certainly told thy ſervants, 
how that the LO Ro thy God commanded 
his ſervant Moſes, to give you all the land, 
end to deſtroy all the inhabitants of the 
land from be fore you, therefore we were 
ſore afraid of our lives becauſe of you, and 
have done this thing. 

25 And now behold, we are In thine 
band : as it ſeemeth good and right uno 
thee to do unto us, do. 

26 And ſo did heunto them, and deliver- 
ed them out of the hand of the children of 
Ifrael, that they flew them not. 

27 And Joſhua made them that day heu- 
ers of wood, and drawers of water for the 
congꝑregation, and for the altar of the LORD, 
even unte this day, in the place which te 
ſhould cluſe.

had made peace with Iſrael, and were 
* them; 

2 .Thar they feared greatly, becauſe Gi- 
beon was a grear city, 23 one of the royal 
cities » and becauſe ic was greater then Al, 
and all the men thereof were mighty. 

3 Wherefore Adoni-zedek king of Jeru- 
ſalem, ſent unto Hobam king of Hebron, 
and unto Piram king of Jarmuth, and unto 

aphia king of Lachiſh , and unto Debir 

ing of Eglon, ſaying , 

4 Come up unto me, and help me, that we 
may ſmite Gibeon: for it hath made peace 
with ſoſtua, and with the children of Iſrael. 

5 Therefore the five kings of the Amo - 
rites, —— Jeruſalem, the king of 
Hebron, the king of ſarmuth, the king of 
Lachiſh,the king of Eglon, gathered them - 
ſelves together, and went up, they and all 
their hoſts, and encamped re Gibeon, 
and made war againſt ir. 

6 TAndthe men of Glbeon ſent unto Jo- 
ſhua to the camp co Gilgal, ſaying, Slack 
no: thy from thy ſervants , come up 
to us quickly, and ſave us, and help us: for 
all the kings of the Amorites that dll in

7 So Joſhua aſcended from Gilgal, he and 
all rhe people of war wich him, and all the 
mighty men of valor.

13 But as for the eltles that flood till in 
their ſtrength, Iſrael burned none of them, 
ſave Hazor onely; that did Joſhua burn. 

14 Andall the ſpoil of theſe cities , and 
the cattel, the children of Iſrael took for a 
prey unto themſelves: but every man they 
ſmore with the edge of the ſword , until 
they had deſiroyed them, neither left they 
any to breathe. 


15 © Asche LORD commanded Moſes his. 


ſervant, ſo did Moſes command Joſhua, and 
ſo did Joſhua: he left nothing undone of all 
that the Lo RD commanded Moſes. 

16 So Joſhua took all that land, the hills 
and all the ſouth-countrey, and all rhe land 
of Goſhen, and the —_— and the plain, 
and the mountain of Iſrael, and the valley 
of the ſame :

30 And the arches round about were five 
and twenty cubirs long, and five cubits 
broad. 

31 And the arches thereof were toward 
the utter cowr, and paim-trees were upon 
the poſts thereof, and the going up to it ha 
eigh: Reps. 

22 J And he brovghr me into the jnner 
court toward the eaſt, and he meaſured the 
gate according to theſe meaſures. 

33 And the little chambers thereof, and 
the poſts thereof, and the arches thereof, 
were accot ing torheſe meaſures, and there 
were windows therein, and in the arches 
thereof r und about: it was fiſty cubits long, 
and five and twenty cubirs broad. 

34 And the arches thereof were toward 
the outward court, and palm. trees were up · 
on the poſts thereof, on this ſide, & on that 
ſide, and the going up to it had eight ſt eps.

36 The little chambers thereof, the poſts 
thereof, and the arches thereof, and the 
windows to it round about: the length

the utter court, and palm- trees were upon 
the poſts thereof, on this ſide, and on that 
ſide, and tlie going up to it had eight ſteps.

41 Four tables were on this ſide, and four 
tables on that ſide, by the fide of the gate: 
eig it tables where upon they ſlew their 
ſacrifice}.

Anne for the burnt- offering. of a cudit and 
an half long. and 2 cubit and an half broad, 
and one cubit high: whereupon aifo they 
laid the inſtruments, where with they ſlew 
the burnt- c ff. ring and the ſacrifice. 

43 And wi his were hooks an hand- broꝛd 

faſtened round abou-, and upon the tables 
was he fleſh of the offering. 

44 And without the inner gate were 
the chaa bers of the ſirgers in the inner 
cour?, which was the fide of the nortł · gate 
and their proſpect was toward the ſourh, 
one ar the ſide of the caſt gate, having the 
proſpect toward the north, 

45 And he ſai i unto me, This chamber, 
whe ſe proſpeR i toward the ſouth, 28 for 
— —_— the keepers of the charge of the 

oule. 

45 And the chamber whoſe proſpet x 
toward the north, » for rhe prictts the 
keepers of the charge of che altar : theſe arc 
the ſons of Zack, among the ſons of Le- 
vi, which come near to the Lob to mini- 
ſter unto him. 

47 S hc meaſured the court, an hundred 
cubi s long, and an hundred cubi 's broad, 
fourſquare, and the altar thar was beſote 
the ho uſe. 

48 J and he brought me tothe porch of 
the houſe, and meaſured each poſt of the 
porch, fivecubitrs ori this fide, and five eu- 
dies on thar fide : and the breadth cf the 
gare w three cubits on this ſide, and three 
cubits on that fid-. 

42 The lzagrh of the porch was twenty 
eudi ts, and the breadth eleven cubits, and he 
brought me by the ſteps whereby they went 
up co it, and there were pillars by the pofls, 
one on :his fide, and another on that tide.

2 And the breadth oſ the door was ten 
cubits, and the ſides of the door were five 
cublcs on tte one ſide, and five eubiti on 
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The temple meaſurtd, © 


the other ſide, and he meaſured the length 
thereof fourty cubits, and the breadth 
twenty cubits. 

3 Then went he inward , and meaſured 
the poſt ofthe door two cubits,and the dect 
fix cudite, and the breadth of the door ſe- 
ven Cubits. 

4 So he meaſured the length thereof 
twenty cubics, and the brea?tn twenty eu- 
bits before che temple, and he ſaid unto 
me, This zs the moſt holy place. 

5 After he meaſured the woll of the 
houſe, fix cubics, and the breadth of every 
ſide-chamber, four cubits, round about the 
houſe on every fide. 

6 And the fide chambers weye three,one 
over another, and thirty in order, and they 
entred into the wall: which was of the 
houſe for the ſide chambers round abour, 
that they might have hoid, but they had not 
hold in the wall of che houſe. 

7 And there was an enjarging, and a 
winding about Kill upward ro the ſide- 
chambers, , for the winding about of the 
houſe went Riil upward round about the 
houſe : therefore the breadth of the houſe 
was Rill upward, and (© increaſed from the 
loweſt chamber ro the higheſt by the midſ. 

$ I ſaw alſo the heighi of the houſe round 
about, the foundation of the fide. chambers 
were a full reed of ſix great eubits. 

9 The thickneſs of the wall which was 
for the ſide-ctamber without, was five cu- 
bits: and that which was left was the place 
of the ſide. chambers that were within. 

10 And between the chambers was the 
woldeneſs of twenty cudits round about the 
houſe on every ſide. 

tr And the doors of the fide chamber 
were towa d the place that was leſt, one 
door toward the north, and another door 
toward the ſouth, and the breadth of the 
place that was left was five cubits round 

about. 

12 Na the building tha! was before the 
ſeparate place, at the end toward the weft, 
was ſeventy cubits broad, and the wall of 
the building nas five Cudirs thick round 2- 
bout, and the length thereof ninety cubits.

15 The door poſts, and the narrow Wille 
dows,and tbe galleries round abouꝰ, on their 
three ſtori es over againſt the Coor, ceiled 
with wood round abcut, and from the 
ground up to the windows, and the win- 
dows were covered. 

17 To that above the door, even unto the 
inner houſe, and without & by all the wall 
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round about within & without by meaſure- 

18 And it vα made with ckerubims,and 
palme-trees, ſo that a palm-tree was be- 
xween a cherub anda chetub, and erer 
cherub had two faces. 

19 So that the face of a man was toward 
the palm tree on the one ſide, and the face 
of ay ung lion toward the palme. tree on 
the other ſide: it was made through all the 
houſe round about. 

20 From the ground unto above the door 
were cherublms, and palm trees made, and 
on the wall of the temple. 

2 The poſts of the temple were ſquared, 
and the face of the ſanctuary, the appear- 
ance of the one as x, appearance of the other. 

22 The altar of wood was three cubits 
high, and the length thereof two cubit-; 
and the corners thereof, and the length 
thereof, and the walls tbercof were of 
wood: and beſaid unto me, This i the 
table that x before the LORD. 

23 And the temple, and the ſanctuary had 
two doors. 

21 And the doors hadrwo leaves # picce, 
two ta ning leaves, two leaves for the one 
door, and two leaves for the other door. 

25 And there were made on them, on 


the doors of the temple, cherubims, and 


palm- trece, like as were made uron the 
walls, and there were thick planks upon 
the face of the porch without. 

26 And there were narrow windows and 
palm trees, on the one ſide, and on 5 other 
ſide, and tbe ſides of the porch, and vþon the 
ſide · chambers of the houſe, & thick planks

10 The chambers were in the thickneſs 
of the wall of the court toward the eaſt, 
over againſt the ſeparate place, and over 
a gainſt the building. 

it And the way before them was like the 
appearance of the chambers, which were to- 
ward the north,as long as they, ard as 


broad as they, and all their goings out wre 


both according to their faſhions, and a+ 
cording ro their doors. 

12 And according to the doors of the 
chambers that were toward the ſouth, was 
a Coor in ti e head of the way, even the way 
directly before the wall toward the eaſt, as 
ane entreth into them. 

13 J Then ſaid he unto me, The north 
chambers, ad the ſouth chambers, which 
are beſore the ſeparate piace, they be holy 
chambers, where the prleſts that approach 
umothe LO RO ſhall eat the mcit holy 
things, there ſhall they lay the moſt holy 
things, and the mear offering, and the fin. 
offering, and the trcſpaſs-offering 2 for 
the place 5 holy. 

14 When the pricſts enter therein, then 
ſhall they not go out ofthe holy place into 
the utter court, but there they ſhal lay the r 
garments wherein they miniler: for they 
are holy, and ſhall put on other garments, 
and ſhall approach to thoſe things which 
are for the people. 

15 Now when he had made an end of 
meaſuring the inner houſe , he brought me 
f:th toward the gate, whole p oſpect is to.

16 He meaſured the eiſt ſide with the 


meaſuring reed, five hundred reeds, with 
the meaſuring reed round about. 

17 He meaſured $ n rth ſide, ſive hundred 
reeds, witha meaturing reed round about. 

18 He meaſured the ſouth fide, five E un- 
dred reeds, wich the meaſuringrcee. 

2) J He 1urned about to the weſt. fide, 
and meaſured five hundred recds, with the 
meaſuring-recd. 

20 He meaſuret it by the four ſides: it had 
a wal round abcut, five hundred reeds long, 
end five hundred broad, to make a ſepara- 
tion detween the (anRuary, and the profane

27 And when theſe days are expired, it 
ſhall be that upon the eighth day, and ia 
torward, the pricts ſhall make your burnt.

lerings and will accept you, laith the 
Lord GOD.

chajns fell off from his bands. 

8 Ani the angel ſaid unto bim, Gird thy 
ſelf, and binde on thy ſendals: and ſo he 
did.

27 So that not onely this our craft is in 
danger to be ſer at novghr : but aiſo that 
the temple of the great goddeſs Dians 
ſhould be deſpiſed , and her magnificence 
ſhould be deſtroyed , whom all Alia, and 
the world worſhippeth.
